Agree on Plan

The agreement called for the re- 


shuffling by Republicans of north- 
ern tier counties to eliminate one 
district and the re-grouping by 
Democrats of western Pennsylvania j 
counties to cut one district in Al- 
legheny county. One congressman 
will be elected on a state-wide basis. 


The 1941 Legislature, with Demo- 


crats in control of the House and 
the Republicans ruling the Senate, 
failed to decide where the cut should 
be made and the problem was turned 
over to a special ten-member com- 
mittee of five Republicans and five 
Democrats. 
Rep. William L. Shaffer (D-Alle- 


gheny) withheld his signature from 
the agreement as indicating opposi- 
tion to it in Allegheny county but 
leaders of both parties said sufficient 
votes were lined up in each branch 
to approve the agreement.

may be deducted trom gross in- 
come received from all sources in 
determining the taxpayer's net in- 
come, provided such, farm is not 
operated for recreation or pleasure. 


If a farm is operated for recrea- 


tion or pleasure and not on a com- 
mercial basis, and if the expenses 
incurred in connection therewith 
are in excess of the receipts there- 
from, the entire receipts from the 
sale of products-may be ignored in 
rendering a return of income, and' 
the expenses incurred, being re- 
garded as personal expenses, will not 
constitute allowable deductions for 
Federal income-tax purposes.

U.S. Unit Reaches New Zealand 
After Reinforcing "Way Stations" 


Boston, Feb. 10 (AP)—The 


arrival at Wellington, New 
Zealand, of the vanguard of a 
United States Naval force was 
reported today to the Chris- 
tian Science Monitor by its 
correspondent, J o s e p h C. 
Harsch, who described also 
the landing of American rein- 
forcements at "way stations 
along the route" from Pearl 
Harbor. 


In a copyrighted story, Harsch 


told of his landing at Wellington 
from a destroyer, described as the 
first unit of Admiral Herbert F. 
Leary's American forces. He said 
the landfall was reached even be- 
fore the public announcement of 
Admiral Leary's appointment 
to 


command all attied forces in the 
Anzac area. 


The Monitor's correspondent said 


he traveled part of the way from 
Pearl Harbor with the forces that 
attacked the Japanese mandated 
Gilbert and Marshall islands. Then 
he changed to another unit by 
breeches buoy in mid-Pacific., 


Thereafter, he said, he "spent 


many days among the tropic is- 
lands where ships well known to 
the luxury trade poured American 
reinforcements into way stations' 
along the 4,000 mile route from 
Hawaii to New Zealand. After de- 
scribing the waving of hats and 
flags as the destroyer came into Wel- 
lington harbor~at 23 knotsT Harsc] 
added: 


"Behind tne color of this little act 


in a great drama lay a symbol of 
an important Anuncan victory. The 
battle of the supp'-y line from Amer- 
ica's factories to the far Pacific 
battle front has been won. Japan 
has suffered its first serious reverse. 
An American admiral commands 
the terminus of the supply route. 
Ttie way stations liave been secured. 
Bluejackets are here. And the way 
is open for reinforcements and the 
vital weapons of war." 


PEACE MOVE? 


London, Feb. 10 (AP)—An inter- 


national cartel of French and 
German industrialists was reliably 
reported today to have started or- 
ganizing a new campaign for a 
negotiated peace between Germany 
and the united nations on business 
grounds 


These international industrialists, 


a qualified source said, argued that 
Japanese conquests in the Pacific 


with acquisi'ion already of terri- 
tories rich in natural resources and 
raw materials have put Japan in .a 
position to seize and dominate world 
markets if the western powers per- 
sist in fighting the war to an end. 


The industrialist were reported 


pointing a campaign particularly 
toward the United States with em- 
phasis on the dangers of adding 
access to raw material to Japan's 
cheap labor supply.

Singapore Fight 
Described By

Singapore, Feb. 9 (Delayed) (Aus- 


tralian Associated Press to AP) — 
The military position oh Singapore 
island by late afternoon could be 
described only as serious. 


Enemy landings followed the 


smashing barrage which grew to a 
crescendo from 10 p. m. yesterday 
following an afternoon of destruc- 
tive shelling and mortar fire. 


Shortly after dark last night 


some of our 
searchlights were 


knocked out. They were our only 
means of observation until the moon- 
rise at 1 a. m. 


Our strongest-held positions on 


the coast running west from .the 
Kranji estuary were left ^completely 
unmolested but on either flank, the 
fire was poured in, making the ap» 
proach of froops holding those areas 
difficult. 


Towards 11 p. m., the enemy start- 


ed .getting ashore. 


No sooner were the first Japanese 


landings engaged than the enemy 
started to pour in in "hordes"—as 
a battalion commander put it today. 


Our artillery and machinegunners 


were sweeping the straits with ] fire 
all this time and also concentrating 
on the beach opposite, but the 
enemy seemed to be in strength. 
Meanwhile, Ms gunfire was crashing 
into our positions. 


It was a solid drumfire which 


went on for some hours witnout 
cease. 


The colonel of a west Australian 


machine gun battalion told me -he 
thought that the enemy was using 
sEeel troop landing craft. He haa 
report after report from his gun- 
ners that they saw their bullets 
striking flashes of flame as they hit 
the steel sides of the boats. 


These landings soon had our for- 


ward 'troops in trouble and they 
had to fall back to a level line. In 
the desperate early morning fight- 
ing, party after party found their 
way cut off and there were a hun- 
dred small struggles of the moment, 
infantry, gunners and anti-tank 
men joining together to" get *tnent> 
selves and their gear out.

Dawn gave light for enemy bomb- 


ers again. They have been at it all 
day. The longest period from dawn 
to 4 p. m. that they did not have 
some planes bombing was 31 min- 
utes.

story. 


So it has gone on all day with 


very little definite information com- 
ing in beyond confused tales of des- 
perate fighting. 


Beyond artillery fire, we can do 


little to prevent their flow of boats 
to the mainland. 


The troops have done their best 


all day.

DOG LAW CASES 
BOOSTS INCOME 


Harrisburg, Feb. 10 (AP)—More 


vigilance in enforcement of Penn- 
sylvania dog laws was credited by 
state" agriculture secretary, John H. 
Lightr today with boosting issuance 
of licenses and revenues from this 
source to an all-time high. 


The state last year issued licenses 


to'802,360 dogs, fees~bf *T45,765 be- 
ing the peak since enactment of the 
control law in 1921. Fines for viola- 
tions amounted to $19,469. 


Claims paid by the Commonwealth 


for damages done by dogs totaled 
$23,585 white enforcement officers 
collected $1 for each of 26,425 
canines kffled. Damages recovered 
from dog owners after payments by 
the state brought in $5,900. 


D«fs Examined 


Allegheny county led in issuance of 


licenses with 29,399 while Cameron 
county's 563 was the lowest. Top- 
ping the 1,466 claims for the year 
were 740 for sheep and 601 for poul- 
try losses. 


In addition to licensing and hand- 


ling of damage claims, the Agricul- 
ture department laboratory conduct- 
ed examinations showing that 104 
dogs had been afflicted with rabies. 
No trace of the disease was found 
In 188 others examined. 


Total revenue of the animal indus- 


try which administers the dog law 
jumped from $2.162,502 -for 
the 


, 1936-38 period to $2,278,268 for the 
past three years. Licenses jumped 
2,500 and claims decreased from 5,- 
576 to 4489 with the amount paid 
from $80,278 to $65.907 in the same 
period. 


License fees of $1 for males and 


$2 for females are fixed by the Legis- 
lature and go into the common- 
wealth .general fund without being 
earmarked lor any^certain purpose. 
There has lieen no change in the 
fees and Agriculture • department 
authorities see. no need for any at 
this time. 


Protective Measure 


•-Dog laws in this state must be 


looked upon as a protective measure 
as well as providing a source of rev- 
enue." declared Secretary Light. 
"Protection afforded, however, de- 
pends largely upon the efficiency of 
enforcement.

Hmrisburg, Feb. 10 (AP)—The 


Department of Public Instruction, 
through Superintendent Francis B. 
Haas, appeared ccol today to a pro- 
posal by Pennsylvania school direc- 
tors that it take over direction of 
schoolboy athletics. 


The Directors' association, in con- 


vention here Friday and Saturday, 
asserted its request for three repre- 
sentatives on the board of control of 
the 
Pennsylvania Interscholastic 


Athletic association had been tabled 
and the directors suggested the al- 
ternative of "complete supervision" 
by the Department of Public in- 
struction. 


Dr. Haas commented that if local 


school districts manage their own 
athletic affairs reasonably well they 
ought to be permitted to continue. 


"And 
I think they've, done, a good 


job so far," he added. 


The PIAA board of control is 


made up of disttlct representatives 
of member schools, chosen from 
ranks of faculty members. 


Dr. Haas said athletic supervision 


by his department would "require 
legislation to make it effective." 


"The 
department has no author- 


ity to take such control without 
legislation," he said. "That type of 
authority is now vested in the local 
boards and as far as I know it's 
worked out pretty well." 


The directors' resolution could be 


considered at the next board of con- 
trol meeting in March. 


"As far as the association (PIAA) 


is concerned it works under a con- 
stitution which provides makeup of 
the board," said. Chairman R. B. 
Stapleton of Tamaqua. 


"Before we could do anything it 


would be necessary to submit to 
member schools the question of 
amending the constitution. We will 
just have to consider at a future 
meeting whether to submit the mat- 
ter to the members." 


Stapleton said the PIAA last year 


offered the school directors the same 
representation or the board as the 
Department of Public Instruction 
which has an advisory member 
without voting power. 


"They didn't see fit to accept that 


and the reply was tabled," Staple- 
ton said.

U.S. To Seek Scrap 
In Auto "Graveyards" 


Saturday's issue of "Daily Metal 


Reporter," a trade paper, quotes 
Lessing J. Rosenwald, chief of the 
War Production Board Bureau of 
Industrial Conservation, and Leon 
Henderson, administrator of the 
OPA, as stating that iron and steel 
and other metals now lying dormant 
in automobile graveyards through- 
out the country must be rapidly 
made available for the manufacture 
of war materials. 


The iron and steel industry, ac- 


cording to the statement, has been 
urged to make "fair offers" to all 
graveyard owners for their material 
within. 90 days. Such offers, it was 
pointed out, would be made by 
agents of mills, liy scrap material 
dealers or their agents.

NAVY HOPES TO 
SAVE BURNED 


FRENCH LINER 


New York, Feb. 10 (AP)—Like a 


great wounded monster, somehow, 
majestic still, the fire-seared and 
water-logged former French liner 
Normandlo succumbed to the surg- 
ing tide today and toppled to 
ignomlnous rest in Hudson river 
mud. 


Ravaged by flames, a gaping hole 


cut in her hull in a vain attempt to 
counteract pressure of the incoming 
tide, the $60.000.000 -vessel rolled 
over at 2:45 a. m. (EWT) and now 
lies on her port side in 40 feet of 
water alongside her pier. 


Touched off by sparks from a 


welder's torch, flames raged through 
the Naval craft for three and a half 
hours yesterday before they were 
brought under control by every 
available piece of land and sea fire 
fighting equipment in Manhattan. 


220 Workmen Injured 


Two hundred twenty of the 2,200 


workmen 
and 
Naval personnel 


aboard suffered injuries, and one 
wejder, Frank Trentacosa, 36, died 
last night in a hospital of a frac- 
tured skull received when he jumped 
from deck to pier. 


It was ever so gently and with 


scarcely a noise that the 80.000-ton 
ship—now the U. S. Naval auxiliary 
Lafayette—dipped her fire-black- 
ened superstructure to the water's 
surface in surrender. 


Only the crunch of ice and a final 


belch of smoke and flame—caiickly 
extinguished by fireboats—marked 
the settling of the sea giant while 
spotlights from fire equipment on 
shore and in the river played on her 
toppling bulk. 


Hope that she could be salvaged 


even in her present position and 
condition was expressed by Bear 
Admiral Adolphus Andrews, com- 
mandant of the third Naval dis- 
trict, as he ordered the big ship 
abandoned three hours before it 
rolled over. At that time a 21- 
degree list had developed and the 
"clear ship" order was taken as a 


tioTi against l"sg of life. The 


pier also was cleared. 


"I don't 'believe the fire" was 


caused by sabotage," Admiral An- 
drews said. "There was nothing to 
Indicate it."

She glistened once with smart black 
and white paint; this gave way to 
wartime gray. Then the fire turned 
this to shroud-like black: now red 
mud swirls about half her hull and 
innards.

DEDUCTION FOR TAXES 


In general, taxes are deductible 


only by the person upon whom they 
are imposed. 


Tr.xas on real estate arid personal 


property paid during the year 1941 
are deductible. 
So-called 
taxes 


which are assessed against local 
benefits such as streets, sidewalk?, 
drainage, and other like improve- 
ments, are not deductible but are 
to be capitalized, as they tend to 
increase the value of the property 
and thus constitute cost of a perma- 
nent improvement. The Pederal 
income lax may not be deducted. 
Income tax, however, paid to the 
state by an individual on his income 
is an allowable deduction in his 
Federal income tax return. 


Customs duties paid by a person 


on articles imported for his own use 
are deductible. 
Import or tariff 


duties paid to customs officers,- and 
business, license, privilege, excise, 
and stamp taxes paid .to internal 
revenue collectors are deductible 'as 
taxes, provided they, are not added 
to and made a part .of the expenses 
of the business'or the cost, of the 
articles of merchandise with re- 
spect to which they are paid, in 
which case they cannot be deducted 
separately as a tax. The purchaser 
may not deduct the Federal tax ol

Washington, Feb. 10 (AP)—The

HOUSE OUTLAWS 
"ART" IN CIVIL 
DEFENSE PLAN 


Washington, Feb. 10 (AP>— Danc- 


ing Mayris Chancy and Hollywood's 
Melvyn Douglas have it straight 
from the House of Representatives 
tliat they aren't wanted in the 
civilian defense setup unless they 
serve as volunteers without pay. 


And the Office of Civilian De- 


fense has been cautioned that any 
frills, and fancies will be subject 
to Congressional investigation. 


That is how the House wound up 


the first act of the wartime contro- 
versy over the place of the arts 
in air raid precautions. It approved 
and sent to the Senate late yester- 
day a $100,000,000 appropriation for 
gas masks, fire-fighting and other 
equipment. 


Strict Prohibition 


But the appropriation carried a 


strict prohibition against employ- 
ment of movie actors and dancers, 
voted after two days of acrimonious 
debate. In the debate there was 
scathing criticism of the administra- 
tion for selecting Douglas as head 
of an "arts" section in the OCD and 
for choosing Miss Chancy, a friend 
of Mrs. Roosevelt, as head of a di- 
vision on children's activities dealing 
with physical fitness. Leaders said 
than any boondoggling in the agency 
would be investigated. 


House complaints served primarily 


to put OCD officials on notice that 
future employment of Douglas and 
Miss Chancy will not be tolerated 
—they already are being paid from

Suez canal were laid down by these 
observers as ultimate goals of a 
Nazi drive which, they said, likely 
would bring Bulgaria into action 
and involve Turkey.- -

at least transit rights for a 
third column as ..well as water 
rights for transit into the Black 
sea. 
_This gigantic scheme, foreign ob- 
servers believe, is based on an even 
greater goal—to work eventually 
into Asia in liaison with Japan. 


Some Big_"Ifs- 


But there are some big "ifs," the 


greatest and most immediate being 
Germany's ability to regain the con- 
trol required to allow necessary 
withdrawals from Russia. 


The Russians predict confidently
